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Council Begins Review of Budget 
To Gut or to Add is the Question

The city council, faced with the problem of striving to cut the 
budget and the tax rate, and at the samie time confronted by the 
need for new facilities and increased operating expenses, began its 
review of the proposed 1958 city budget at the first of a series of 
special meetings on Monday, November 25. The budget discussion 
will be continued in the regular meeting this Monday, December 2, 
and at a special meeting the following night. 


The city’s perennial dilemma, 
which grows more serious each 
year, was dramatized by the events 
of the first meeting. The council 
heard a request the Little Lea- 
gue for much needed lights for Mc- 
Donald Field. The minimum cost 
was estimated by the Little League 
to be about $4,500 if the city buys 
the equipment itself and installs 
the poles, but the cost could be 
twice that amount. This will be 
taken up when the recreation ac- 
count in the budget is reached. 

Following this, there was a re- 
quest from the Community Church 
for a sidewalk running from Wood- 
land Way to Crescent Road along 
the church side. Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc., also asked the council to 
join in a shrub and tree spraying 
program, already successfully test- 
ed by GHI this past year. It was 
roughly estimated that a regular 
city-wide program, that could 
combine mosquito control, would 
cost about $2,000 a year. Both items 
will be considered under the public 
works category of the budget. 

These additional requests, al- 
though the tast-two are not major 
items, come on top of several 
items that City Manager Charles 
McDonald left out of his proposed 
budget but strongly recommended 
for the council’s serious considera- 
tion. These items, ranging from an 
additional city clerk to new park- 
ing areas for GHI members and 
dugouts for Braden Field, would 
add at least $25,000 to the budget. 

In contrast to this, Councilman 
Ben Goldfaden urged the council 
to work toward a tax rate 15 to 
20 cents lower than the present 
rate. He considered this necessary 
to allow for an increased rate of 
about that amount to cover pay- 
ments on the bond that may be 
floated if a citizens’ referendum 
approves such a bond for the con- 
struction of the proposed munici- 
pal center. Although the budget 
submitted by the manager is near- 
ly $60,000 less than the 1957 ap- 
proved budget (and about $95,000 
less than the budget he proposed 
last year), this reduction would 
only effect a tax cut of 1.2 cents, 
bringing it down to $1.65. 

The serious problem of operat- 
ing costs took up much of this 
first budget meeting. Although the 
matter of the additional city clerk 
was not discussed directly, the 
council agreed that it was neces- 
sary at least to remove the re- 
striction of $1.50 an hour maxi- 
mum for overtime and to permit 
employees to be paid at a mini- 
mum their full hour’s pay for over- 
time work, 

This matter came up when Mrs. 
Mabel Kandler, the city’s treasurer 
and chief accountant, pointed out 
to the council that this year she 
has already put in 341 hours over- 
time (at less than her regular 


hourly rate) and several times has 
worked a 12-hour day. This ‘was 
not due so much to lack of help, 
although this was considered a

factor, but the result of the expand- 
ing and: increasingly complicated 
operation of the city. 

A machine accounting system 
would ease matters, she noted, 
but it would require $5,000 to in- 
stall one and is perhaps not yet 
warranted. Meanwhile, individual 
posting of accounts requiring her 
personal attention has forced her 
to maintain a killing pace. Council- 
man Alan Kistler suggested that 
possibly local housewives skilled 
in accounting could be hired on a 
regular part-day basis. 

Goldfaden himself recommended 
that the city purchase a used sta- 
tion wagon for the use of the man- 
ager, the recreation director, and 
other city officials. At the present 
time, about $900 a year is allotted 
to them for gas and oil while us- 
ing their own private cars on of- 
ficial business, Goldfaden argued 
that the station wagon would be 
cheaper over a five-year period, 
but McDonald felt that repairs and 
maintenance toward the end of this 
time would make it far more ex- 
pensive. - 

The budget under the present 
law must be passed by December 
20, and it is anticipated that the 
public open hearing on the budget 
will be held four or five days prior 
to that date.

Monthly Charges May be Increased 
Next Year to Cover Higher Costs 


Faced with an increase in contemplated costs of $20,000 tm 
$45,000 for 1958, John O. Walker, manager of Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc., submitted to the board of directors last Friday night a tenta- 
tive budget calling for a nominal increase in monthly charges of 


1 to 4 percent. 


The exact amount of the increase cannot be de- 


termined, said Walker, since much depends on how the board! 
wishes to handle the increased costs of operation for next year. 
The board will consider and adopt the budget at the next meeting 


on Friday, December 6. _, 


The rise in costs is attributable 
mainly to increased payroll charges 
($18,000), rise in fuel oil costs 
($7,000), and the trim painting pro- 
gram. ($20,000). Offsetting these in- 
creases may be a savings in water 
costs of about $13,000 and an unsued 
real estate tax reserve item of ap- 
proximately $10,000. 


GHI comptroller, Roy Breashears, 
in explaining the reasons for the 
increased budget, pointed out that 
labor costs for next year will re- 
flect the adjustment in salary 
schedules voted by the board in 
March, 1957, and administrative 
increments, No -additions to the 
staff are contemplated., 


Heating costs in 1958, Breashears 
said, will continue to reflect the 
1957 hike in fuel oil prices. Experi- 
ence for the first nine months of 
1957 shows that fue] oil costs ex- 
ceeded the budgeted figures at an 
annual rate of about $9,000, due 
primarily to the increased costs 
of No. 6 fuel oil which is used for 
the frame buildings. 


The $20,000 trim painting pro- 
gram represents a separate item 
in next year’s budget, Breashears 
stated. This year, the money for 
this item was diverted from re- 





As GHI ends its first five 
years of mutual ownership, 
management reports that all 
the brick units are sold and 
that the only unsold frame 
units are some 18 frame apart- 
ments. Thus, vacancy losses to 
the corppration are not ex- 
pected” to “exceed $2,000 next 
year. 

This may be contrasted with 
the situation in May, 1953, short- 
ly after GHI took over the 
project, when there were 123 
unsold brick dwellings and 201 
which were apartments. Va- 
cancy losses during the first 
year exceeded $27,000.

serves for repairs and mainten- 
ance and contract work. If the 
board wants to put the painting 
program on a permanent five-year 
cycle basis, he continued, then the 
item has to be budgeted separate- 
ly. 


Breashears explained that for 
every projected $20,000 increase im 
budget costs, monthly charges need 
to be raised on the average by $1 
a month. “This, of course,” he add- 
ed, “does not mean that every unit 
would get a $1 raise. Some migist, 
get a raise of only 25 cents an@ 
others might get a raise of as 
much as $1.50, depending on the 
type of unit.” 


Some of the 1957 differential be~ 
tween units, Breashears continued, 
will be traceable to the fact that 
last year no change was made ir 
monthly charges, although 1956 
operating experience indicated that 
some units should have had in- 
creases and others decreases. 
The board felt at that time that 
because of the nominal amounts 
involved it would be less confus- 
ing to retain the same charges, 
leaving the desired adjustments 
to be incorporated in future 
changes. 


Another minor contributing 
factor to the differential between 
units, Breashears stated, is the 
rounding of monthly charges to 
the nearest 25 cents. : 

Following this explanation, dis~; 
cussion was centered on how to: 
keep the increase in monthly 
charges to a minimum. Walker 
stated that one uncertain item in 
the budget is the water and sewer~ 
age charges for 1958 This year 
these costs are running some 
$13;000 to $14,000: less than. the. bud- 
geted amounts, If this trend con~- 
tinues for 1958, then, Walker sug- 
getsed, the savings could be used 
to offset other increases in the bud- 
get. 

However, he continued, the cor- 
poration is faced with an outlay 
of some $3,200 next year for the 
installation of water meters by 
the Washington Suburban Sanitary 
Commission shortly after the first 
of the year. Also, the combined 
water and sewerage charge is ex~ 
pected to rise from 34 cents per 
1000 gallons, the current city 
charge, to 41 cents per 1000, the 
WSSC charge. Thus, Walker said, 
the board may prefer to use this 
year’s water savings to meet these 
increased costs. 


Some board members, on the 
other hand, expressed the opinion 
that with the metering of GHI 
homes, there will be further say- 
ings of 15 percent, due to reduced 
water consumption and elimina- 
tion of charges for Jeakage. 


Another possible item which 
could be used to offset increased 
costs, Walker advised, was real 
estate tax reserves of $10,000, 
which were set aside in 1956 but 
not needed to help pay 1957 taxes, 
which actually ran $2,000 less than 
the budgeted amounts. The avail- 
ability of this item, he cautioned; 
assumes, of course, no increase in 
county or city tax rates for 1958. °.
